Further, It is said that the 
Duke, on ,Abdication, handed 
oyer this fortune to his. brother, 
George VI, in return for a year- 


‘ly income, 


.But oar are others who deny 
that George VI received sony- 
thing from his brother beyond 
the Crown and the tao private 
estates of Sandringham and 
Balmoral, 


Nevertheless, there can be no 
doubt that—even if he began 
with no more than the resources 
of a younger son—George VI 
must have left a considerable 
fortune to his daughter. 


I have mentioned the King's 
expenses in the last yearo of 
his life. But for him these 
last expensive years were more 
thon balanced by the savings 
which wor economies forced on 
him. For in the war years there 
were no lavish banquets, no 
gliltering ‘tours. Yet he still 
received his fixed income fram 
Parliament which svas arranged 
at the beginning © of his reign 
in 1937. 7 


As a result, by 1045 he had 
actually caved £440,000 from 
his off}cial income.

“While most of us drink coffe> 
simply because we enjoy it, 
there are other reasons for con- 
suming this beverage, 

For instance, two cups of 
heavily roasted coffee contain 
your dally requirement of the 
vitamin niacin, 

Niacin is one of the B vita- 
mins. A deficiency of it is dhe 
key nutritional defect in the 
human disease pellagra, once a 
serious problem, 

Chemical and bacterial tests, 
conducted about ten ycats ago, 
showed that an average cup of 
coffce containcd about one-tenth 
of the minimum dally require- 
ment of niacin. 


Recently, Dr L. T. Teply, of 
the Wisconsin Alumni Research 
Foundation, revenled that heavy 
roasting, as practised to some 
extent commercially, brings the 
niacin level to nearly .05 pert 
cent, ‘That's about five times 
the niacin content of the roasted 
coffees. most widely uscd. 

Caffeine—which is found in 
cof{te—is a good remedy for re- 
Hieving stveral varietids of 
headaches, according to Dr 
Amold P, Friedman of Columbia 
Ualversity’s New Yorle Headache 
Clinic. : 

Ho says caffeine taken alone 
or in combination with other 
drugs may bo better than the 
new tranquillisers for tension 
and migraine headaches, He 
cals caffeine combined with 
aspltin “the sovereign remedy” 
for the garden variety of head- 
ache that troubles many.

held jn Moscow next month. 

The Russians ore expeeted to 
reveal detuils of startling: ox- 
‘periments, but the U.S, work 
desenibod there by = -‘Nubel 
Prize wlaner Professor Wendell 
Stanley is astonishing enough. 

Professor: Stanley will 
deseribo this experiment 
carried out in his superb virus 
Jaboratory at Berkeley, Call- 
fornJa, which, Jn egeence, has 
created life:— 

Two clear solutions of sterile, 
inert chemicals, were mixed,

under the high powered clectron

Yet this simple experiment 
with two cold ‘chemicals proved 
that no such injection of "life- 
foree” is needed at all, 

It meang that certain chemicals 
automatically take on the proper- 
ties of life If they ‘ate brought 
tlupether under tho right oond!- 
tions, 

Thus the gap between the 
mineral and animal worlds ‘has 


prove; to be far narrower tan 
unyone ever imagined. 

The chemicals uses in thls 
experiment were admittedly 
not of the simple kind that 
con be bought at a chemist's 
cuunter, They ‘were complex 
substances made from the bodies 
of dead viruses. 


But the Moscow meeting will 
show vit ie complete, bile 
up of n living organ ‘on 
chemicals’ entirely of a mineral 
nature Is now ulmost possible, 


Bombarding materials which 
you could buy at a chemist’s 
with rays given off by an atomic 
machine has changed them Into 
the complicated substancey 
called “amino-acids.” These are 
the basic building blocks of all 
animal tissues—blood, muscle, 
vind nerve, 

These building blocks have 
also been created by passing an 
elcetric spark through a mixture 


of watcr-vapour, ammonia, and 
other simple gases, 

Scientists who believe In 
evolution consider that this 4nd- 
ing may explain how life was 
first created on the earth, 

Lightning flashes,  surrging 
through. the fumes which form- 
ed the atmonphere millions of 
years ago, night have produced 
“amino-acids” which then joined 
together to form living 
organisms. 

Some sclentists view the ex- 
perimenty with alarm because 
they can seo grave material 
dangers In the creation of life 


-or jn any serious interference 


with Its natural proportics, 

Nobody is ever likcly to creato 
a near-human organism on the 
Frankenstein model, but the 
French duck experiments could 
hold threats for the immediate 
future, 

They show that it is possible 
to interfere with Natute to such 
an extent that the wholo prootas 
of heredity can be permanently 
changed, 2 

The French scientists, whose 
exciting findings are bound 
to be taken up by other workers 
throughout the world, are deter- 
mined to try thelr injections on 
guinea-pigs, other animals, and 
—it ds reported--on human 
beings, . 

Thig research could concely— 
nbly lead to a "1984" situation 
in which mental characteristics, 
ng3 well “as physical fentures, 
could be tailored to order. 

That ls why, in the opinion of 
some thinkers, the 26 little 
ducks sitting In the Parls 
laboratory could constitute a 
mreater hazard to future genera. 
lions than any radioactive fall- 
out from H-bombs,
